I say to you today, my friends, that in spite of the difficulties and frustra- 
tions of the moment, I still have a dream. It is a dream deeply rooted in the 
American dream. 

I have a dream that one day this nation will rise up and live out the true 
meaning of its creed: “We hold these truths to be self-evident: that all 
men are created equal.” 

I have a dream that one day on the red hills of Georgia the sons of former 
slaves and the sons of former slaveowners will be able to sit down together 
at the table of brotherhood. 

I have a dream that one day even the state of Mississippi, a desert state 
sweltering with the heat of injustice and oppression, will be transformed 
into an oasis of freedom and justice. 

I have a dream that my four little children will one day live in a nation 
where they will not be judged by the color of their skin but the content of 
their character. 

Ihave a dream today. 

I have a dream that one day the state of Alabama, whose governor’s lips 
are presently dripping with the words of interposition and nullification, will 
be transformed into a situation where little black boys and girls will be 
able to join hands with little white boys and white girls and walk together 
as sisters and brothers. 

Ihave a dream today. 

I have a dream that one day every valley shall be exalted, every hill and 
mountain shall be made low, the rough places will be made plains, and the 
cruoked places will ve made ‘straight, and the glory of the Lied shail be 
revealed, and all flesh shall see it together. 

This is our hope. This is the faith with which I return to the South. With 
this faith we will be able to hew out of the mountains of despair a stone of 
hope. With this faith we will be able to transform the jangling discords of 
our nation into a beautiful symphony of brotherhood. With this faith we 
will be able to work together, to pray together, to struggle together, to go to 
jail together, to stand up for freedom together, knowing that we will be free 
one day. 

This will be the day when all of God’s children will be able to sing with 
new meaning “My country ’tis of thee, sweet land of liberty, of thee I sing. 
Land where my fathers died, land of the Pilgrim’s pride, from every moun- 
tainside, let freedom ring.” 

And if America is to be a great nation this must become true. So let 
freedom ring from the prodigious hilltops of New Hampshire. Let freedom 
ring from the mighty mountains of New York. Let freedom ring from the 
heightening Alleghenies of Pennsylvania. 

Let freedom ring from the snow-capped Rockies of Colorado. 

Let freedom ring from the <.:vacious peaks of California! 

But. ~sv-only-that; let freedom ring from Stone Mountain of Georgia! 

Let freedom ring from every hill and mole hill of Mississippi. From every 
mountainside, let freedom ring. 

When we let freedom ring, when we let it ring from every village and 
every hamlet, from every state and every city, we will be able to speed up 
that day when all of God’s children, black men and white men, Jews and 
Gentiles, Protestants and Catholics, will be able to join hands-and sing in 
the words of that old Negro spiritual, “Free at last! Free at last! Thank God 
almighty, we are free at last!”

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The police force has always served as an 
occupation army in the ghetto of Saginaw and 
every other American city, for the simple 
reason that America places FORCE at the top 
of her list of methods for dealing with Black 
people, The police have thus been the most 
immediate and powerful representative of 
White authority for Black people and the chief 
instnument of ghetto control for White people, 

Since the summer disorders in Saginaw 
and other American cities the white oppress- 
ors have reacted to the problems of the ghetto 
by stockpiling guns and ammunition in their 
homes, giving special training to National 
Guardsmen, policemen, firemen and white 
housewives, purchasing armored tanks with 
machine gun turrets, high-powered firearms 
such as the deadly Stoner Rifle and M-16's 
which are used in Vietnam, creating and dis- 
tributing new chemical weapons such as Mace, 
nerve gas and "instant banana peel", forming 
volunteer police forces, vigilantes and neigh- 
borhood posses, and the congressional clamo1 
for all kinds of unbelievable "anti-Negro"leg- 
islation labelled as anti-riot and anti-crime- 
in-the-street bills, 

Millions of tax dollars have been spent to 
further contain and further oppress Blackpeo. 
ple, while nothing meaningful is being done to 
change the conditions which cause a people to 
rebel and revolt,

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Most of the publicity on Saginaw's Model City 
Program has concerned itself with the downtown 
area, It has led many people to believe that it 
is just another program to help the rich get rich 
er and the poor get poorer, Unless we the res- 
idents of the Model City Neighborhoods(North- 
east Saginaw) involve ourselves in this program, 
it too, will do just that, 

The Federal Government says the aims of 
the program are as follows: 

1, To rebuild or revitalize large slum and 
blighted areas, 

2, To expand housing, job and income op- 
ortunities, 

oo Fo provide avenues of self help to es- 
cape from welfare roles, 

4, To improve educational facilities and 
make a more meaningful program for 
black children, 

5, To provide better medical facilities, 

6, To improve police relationships with 
the community, 

7, To reduce the incidence of crime and 
delinquency, 

8, To provide recreational and ethnic cul- 
tural opportunities for young and old, 

9, To provide better transportation, 

10, To generally improve living conditions 
for the people who live in such areas 
through self-determinded programs, 

- The federal law also requires that there be 
widespread "citizen participation" in the plann- 
‘ ing and carrying out of the program, Residents 
must choose their own neighborhood represent- 
atives on the Model Cities Commission to decide 
which programs are needed, This is the key to 
the whole deal, since we (Black People), are the 
people who will be most effected by the program, 
it iS up to us to decide what kind of a program we 
will have. 
‘We must organize our neighborhoods, learn 
all we can about the Model City Program and 
decide our own solutions to our own problems, 
Nobody can do that for us, 
- Open meetings will be held in the different 
neighborhoods; the times and places of these 
meetings will be announced later, Bring your 
ideas and stand up and be heard, We must make 
this a self-determ'ned program as it was in- 
tended to be, We must stand up and be heard or 
watch the rich get richer and the poor get poor- 
er, If we let this happen there will be noone to

WE DO NOT SUPPORT THE BURNING OF 
BLACK OWNED BUSINESSES AND HOMES, 
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NAT TURNER 


Known as the ''Prophet'' among his people, 
Nat Turner was born in 1800. Both his father 
and mother were African-born slaves. The 
father simply refused to live in bondage and 
fled back to the West Coast of Africa. Turners 
mother, who could not bear the thought of giv- 
ing birth to a slave, had to be forcibly preven- 
ted from murdering the infant at birth. He 
was given some education as a boy by the sons 
of his master, but was eventually sold and re- 
sold. 

During this time, he gradually developed a 
religious fervor, and came to believe that God 
had set him aside for some great purpose. 

He found food for insurrection in the Bible. 
One day, he had a vision: He saw Black and w| 
white spirits wrestling in the sky; the sun grew 
dark, and blood gushed forth in streams. In 
1831, shortly after David Walker's death in 
Boston, Turner concluded that the day of jud- 
gement for slaveholders was at hand. He 
chose four disciples, and decided to journey 
toward the Virginia town of Jerusalem, Some 
historians state that he was guided by this bib- 
lical passage: ''From that time began Jesus to

It was a foreru- 
nner of the great slavery debates which resul- 
ted in the abolition of slavery. .Its importance 
is truly conceived by the old Negroes of Sou- 
thhampton (Virginia) and vicinity, who reckon 
all times from 'Nat's Fray' or 'Old Nat's War"
